When Parker sent his tele­ 
gram supplementing the Democratic 
platform Mr. Bryan rose from a bed 
of sickness to denounce the nominee 
as a traitor and a dictator, and his 
dramatic appearance on that Saturday 
night was one of the most extraordi­ 
nary episodes of an extraordinary con­ 
vention. 
Bryan lashed Parker and he 
dared the convention to send a tele­ 
gram to the nominee demanding his 
honest opinion on other well-known 
Democratic principles.
